Howard on Ceremony 
for Demise. 


INDEFINITE CLOSING 
UNDER DISCUSSION 


Expectation of Breaking of 
Deadlock Based Mainly 
on Miracle Happening.

With the failure of the Geneva naval 
conference regarded here as virtually 
certain, the British and American gov- 
ernments are exchanging views as to 
the least harmful method of providing 
for the expected collapse. 

Sir Esme Howard, the British Am- 
bassador, and Secretary of State Kel- 
logg were in conference yesterday at 
the State Department and it is under- 
stood that they discussed ceremonies 
incident to the conference demise 
rather than plans to break ‘the appar- 
ently hopeless deadlock. 

At Geneva, W. &. Bridgeman, first 
lord of the British admiralty, and Hugh 
S. Gibson, the chief American delegate, 
have been discussing the same matter. 
A system of relayed messages from Gib- 
son to Kellogg and from the latter to 
President Coolidge at Rapid City has 
also had to do with the form which the 
obsequies of the conference shall take. 
So far at least, there is no single indi- 
cation that the deadlock will be broken, 
and furthermore, there is no sign that 
the British are less convinced of the 
merit of their position than the Ameri- 
cans. 

Room Stiff for Miracle. 


Bridgeman. says there is still room 
for a miraculous rescuing of the con- 
ference, provided the Americans yield 
at the eleventh hour to the British pro- 
gram. Gibson sees the same possibility 
of a miracle, provided the British yield.

C hamberlin Ship-Shore Hop 
Introduces a New Service 


Flier Quits Leviathan 100 Miles at Sea With 1,000 Pieces 
of Mail—At Curtiss Field an Hour Later. 
Feat Is Called Epochal.

New York, Aug. 1 (A.P.).—Clarence 
D. Chamberlin, transatlaz‘ic flier, 
overcame storm and fog today to in- 
augurate a new ship-to-shore air serv- 
ice destined to cut at least one day 
from the time of transatlantic malls 
on ships of the United States lines. 

Chamberlin hopped off the special 
“flying bridge” of the huge steamship 
Leviathan, almost 100 miles at sea, 
with nearly 1,000 pieces of mail en- 
trusted to him by the vessel’s com- 
mander, and delivered them to the 
postmaster at Hasbrouck Heights, N. J. 

The flight, which started at 8:14 a. 
m. eastern daylight time, was delayed 
for more than an hour by rain and 
fog. Chamberlin grasped the oppor- 
tunity offered by a momentary clearing 
of the skies, and set out for shore with 
the first mail in what is expected to 
become a regular service. He was 
forced down by fog at Curtiss Field an 
hour and a quarter later, waited an 
hour,. and then flew to Hasbrouck 
Heights, his original destination, wita 
the mail bag. 

Chamberlin made the flight in a 
plane. used by the Wright Co. as a 
“trouble shooter.” It is sent out from 


Hasbrouck Heights for service to dis- | 
abled planes anywhere within a 500- 
mile radius. | 

The 1,700 passengers of the Leviathan 
got up early to witness the take-off. 
Among them were Gen. A: C. Dalton, 
president of the Merchant Fleet Cor- 
poration, and David A. Burke, general 
manager of the United States Lines. 
The Leviathan was steaming at half 
speed about 100 miles off shore, through 
a heavy rain, with fog signals sounding. 
A “rainbow superbeacon” said to pen- 
etrate fog for a great distance, and in- 
stalled on the Leviathan for experi- 
mental purposes, was illuminated. 

Chamberlin uncovered the plane 
while rain was still falling, and sailors 
sanded the 114-foot slanting runway, 
built diagonally across the Leviathan 
between stacks. 

Commodore Herbert Hartley, com- 
mander of the Leviathan, then handed 
Chamberlin a mail pouch. He was 
bidden bon voyage, and climbed into the 
plane. 

Just off Fire Island the ropes that 
held the plane were cut, and the plane 
sped down the gently sloping runway.

Ford will back Commander Richard E. 
Byrd in his proposed flight to the 
South Pole, the Detroit Free Press will 
say tomorrow in a copyrighted story. 

Commander Byrd surprised Henry and 
Edsel Ford with a visit today. After 
an all-day conference, including a visit 
to the Ford factories.and a luncheon, 
Edsel Ford announced that his interest 
in the flight‘ was as enthusiastic as 
when Commander Byrd successfully 
completed -his flight over the North 
Pole. It. was understood that Edsel 
Ford furnished a large part of the 
money which made the northern flight 
possible, Commander Byrd naming his 
plane “Josephine Ford,” the name of 
one of Edsel Ford's children. 

“It is not for. any personal interest 
that I am helping Byrd,” Mr. Ford said, 
“although I do like to live the adven- 
tures he has when we can get together 
and talk them over. It is principally 
because he is doing a service to aviation 
and that is all we are trying to do with 
our aviation enterprise at Dearborn.” 

Edsel Ford paid high tribute to the 
man who has crossed the polar regions 
and the Atlantic Ocean by airplane. 

“Byrd is a great fellow,” he said. 
“He is a gentleman, a scientist and 
altogether likable. I enjoy being be- 
hind him in such enterprises. As to 
the equipment which he will use, we 
are not yet certain. Of course the 
Ford planes are at his service and he 
inspected both the three-motored plane 
and the new single-motored five or 
six passenger plane to be tested Mon- 
day.” 

Byrd and the Fords sat at the lunch- 
eon at Henry Ford’s home for an hour 
while Byrd told in detail of his ex- 
periences in his Atlantic flight. Henry 
Ford told the story’of his first auto- 
mobile. 

“Both the Fords are fine men,” Byrd 
said later. “Henry Ford is great be- 
cause he dreams, has ideals, and, puts 
them into practice. It was a pleasure 
to me -to realize the live interest Mr. 
Ford has in aviation.”

Discussion of an extra session of 
Congress was revived yesterday with 
the return to Washington of Senator 
Curtis of Kansas, Republican leader in 
the Senate, and Senator Robinson of 
Arkansas, minority leader.

Senator Curtis said that although 
there is no necessity for a special ses- 
sion, he felt that committees in charge 
of flood control matters should meet 
as soon as practicable to consider re- 
ports of Army engineers and draft legis- 
lation for introduction in December. 

In connection with flood coftrol, 
Senator Robinson announced he had 
prepared a tentative measure calling 
for an annual appropriation of $100,- 
000,000 and extending the jurisdicsion 
of the Mississippi River Commission to 
the tributaries and outlets of the 
Mississippi River. 

Although the opposing Senate lead- 

ers arrived in the Capital on the same 
day, they said it was a coincidence and 
not by arrangement.

BYRD AND SHIRLEY URGE 


GOOPERATION ON ROADS 


Governor and Commissioner 
Address First of Meetings 
at Purceliville. 


OFFER TO AID COUNTIES 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Purcellville, Va. Aug. 1—A _ large 
crowd of county officials, road super- 
visors and interested citizens attended 
a good roads meeting here today. H. B. 
Sproul, of Staunton, member of the 
State Highway Commission, was chair- 
man. 

The principal speakers were Gov. 
Byrd and State Highway Commissioner 


Henry G. Shirley, both of whom ad- 
vocated closer coordination between 
State and:county authorities in road 
building. They pointed out that this 
series of meetings is to be held through- 
out Virginia. Today’s was the first. 

Gov. Byrd said the purpose of the 
meeting was to solicit suggestions 60 
that by concerted action a practical 
plan may be presented to the next gen- 
eral assembly to improve efficiency in 
road building, for which $10,000,000 
yearly is now being disbursed. He 
said the State highway system comprises 
0,244 miles; the total road mileage of 
the State is 59,000 miles, and the State 
highway system is being increased by 
260 miles each year. 

The fundamental subjects which 
Gov. Byrd and Commissioner Shirley 
discussed were engineering advice and 
assistance from the State Highway Com- 
mission; purchase of supplies ‘through 
the highway commission in order to 
procure lower rates; special road laws 
giving the board of supervisors power 
to unify the entire county government, 
placing under a superintendent or 
county manager demonstration roads, 
and to increase the State highway sys- 
tem so that the county officials may 
then improve the roads which they 
know the State will not take over for 
a number of years. 

Speaking of taxes, Gov. Byrd said his 
tax plan proved satisfactory beyond ex- 
pectation, with $1,700,000 tax reduction 
in 1926. He explained that taxes can 
be reduced in three ways—-by creating 
new taxable values, compelling tax 
dodgers to pay their share and inviting 
newcomers to the State. He said he 
was not in favor of reducing appropri- 
ations for roads and schools, adding 
that efficiency was as important as 
actual saving of money and that only 
efficient government can enforce laws. 
Strong citizenship alone, he declared, 
can advance Virginia.

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FOOTPRINTS OF ANCIENT 
ANIMALS BROUGHT HERE 


Slab of Hardened Mud From 
Grand Canyon Received 
by Smithsonian. 


TYPE HAS DISAPPEARED 


A slab of hardened mud, bearing the 
footprints of three animals whose spe- 
cies disappeared millions of years ago, 
has been brought to Washington from 
the Grand Canyon, the Smithsonian 
Institution announced yesterday. 

The slab was found 1,300 feet below 
the top of the canyon by Dr. Charles 
W. Gilmore, paleontologist of the Na- 
tional Museum, who has. made several 
trips into the canyon in search of fos- 
sil footprints. Discussing the newly 
found slab, the institution says: 

“Running across it are the tracks of 
at least three distinct kinds of animals. 
One was a heavy-footed creature with 
pads like a bear; a second stepped 
lightly, leaving marks of a catlike claw; 
while a third dragged a heavy tail 
which left a sharp groove in the mud 
between its tracks. 

“With the evidence of this single 
slab of stone, it is possible to recon- 
struct a picture of the mud-bordered 
water hole to which many animals 
came to drink. What the animals look- 
ed like it is impossible to tell exactly, 
since their species have long since dis- 
appeared in the intervening millions of 
years. 

“The best that the Smithsonian scien- 
tists can do is to recreate an approxi- 
mation based on fossil skeletons and 
on contemporary animals whose tracks 
bear a resemblance to the fossil foot- 
prints.”

Lieut. Col. H. H. Kipp, New York,

Headquarters officials would not dis- 
cuss the specific nature of the charges 
in view of postponement of the court- 
martial, scheduled to convene yester- 
day, but said they concerned official 
business which he is alleged to have 
neglected. 

They said letters were addressed to 
Lieut. Col. Kipp on matters which the 
corps desired information and that he 
is alleged to have paid no attention 
to them.

HEREDITY MACHINE 
INVENTED IN CAPITAL 


Device Automatically Works 
Out Probable Traits of 
Cattle’ Generations. 


A machine for automatically work- 
ing out the probable heredity traits of 
cattle has been invented by R. R. 
Graves, of the bureau of dairy indus- 


try of the Department of Agriculture, 
to aid in the teaching of the Mende- 
lian theory of inheritance in dairy ani- 
mals. Although it is intended pri- 
marily for teaching inheritance in cat- 
tle, it cam as.well be applied to 
plants, animals and. humans, Mr. 
Graves says. 

The machine, called the “Heredi- 
scope,” consists 6f a number of groups 
of aluminum cups, each group repre- 
senting an individual animal and ar- 
ranged in the form of a pedigree show- 
ing three generations, four grandpar- 
ents,-two parents and one offspring. 
Numerous small colored balls, each 
representing a given hereditary charac- 
ter, sych as the “factors for high pro- 
duction of butter fat” or “low produc- 
tion of butter fat,” are placed at ran- 
dom in the cups of the starting gen- 
eration. 

When the operator presses a trigger, 
half of the character symbols from 
each parent cup are transmitted to the 
Offspring, the selection of character be- 
ing merely by chance as is the case in 
actual matings. By repeated matings 
the observer is able to note how cer- 
tain characters may be transmitted 
from generation to generation or how 
they may be entirely lost in the pro- 
cess, how they may be present in an 
individual but covered up by dominant 
characters and how in the absence. of 
dominant characters they may appear 
again.

Magnitude of Kansu Calamity 
May Never Be Told; Homes 
Can Not Be Entered. 


Shanghai, Chnia, Aug. 1 (A.P.)— 
Mer. Theodore Buddenbrock, German 
vicar apostolic of the Steyl Mission at 
Liangchowfu,:Kansu Province, in a let- 
ter to his colleagues at Shanghai de- 
clares that the loss of life in the 
earthquake in Kansu on May 23 “may 
exceed 100,000.” He says definitely that 
many thousands are dead. 

Reports reaching missionary head- 
quarters confirm that the earthquake 
vas a disaster of the first magnitude 
and indicate that the loss of life oc- 
curred within a triangle whose points 
are Liangchowfu, Ningsiafu and Lang- 
chowfu is said to have been the bard- 
est hit. Mgr. Buddenbrock was in Sisi- 
anz, southwest Liangchowfu, at the 
time of the quake. In describing the 
catastrophe, in.a letter dated June 15, 
he says: 

‘“‘May 23 was the most fateful day in 
the history of northwest Kansu. WNa- 
ture’s forces claimed a frightful holo- 
causa of human beings, an earthquake 
so terrible that I thought the end of 
the world had arrived. We have stood 
on the brink of eternity and our escape 


was nothing short of miraculous. ’ 


Extent Still Is Unknown. 


“The magnitude of the calamity is 
still unknown and may never be Known. 
Destruction of the postoffices and tele- 
graph stations explains the failure of 
the news to reach the outside world. 
The loss of life is many thouusands and 
may exceed 100,000. The misery of the 
survivors in indescribable, as they lack 
food, clothing and animals 

“Doubtless here is one of the world’s 
greatest catastrophies, requiring inter- 
national help. We need medicines, 
food and money, we are living in mud 
huts, our members moving from place 
to place, consoling the frenzied sur- 
vivors and administering the holy sac- 
raments. 

“Weeks have passed since that judg- 
ment day, .but daily still the earth- 
quakes are causing a renewal of terror. 

“The sister superior at Sisiang was 
attending mass and was killed when 
the chapel collapsed. When ler body 
was recovered, it was found to be cover- 
ing two children who still were alive. 

“Gradually we realized that we were 
not the only sufferers. Wherever we 
looked we saw only stark ruins and im- 
passable streets and heard the victims’ 
cries of anguish and despair. 


Sisiang Entirely Destroyed. 


“Sislang, our largest center, was en- 
tirely destroyed. About us hundreds 
of villages met the same fate: 

“Liangchow, with a population of 
80,000, was razed, only the bare walls 
remaining. The deaths were intermina- 
ble. Nobody dares to enter the few 
remaining houses. 

“Kulang, southward of Liangchowfu, 
no longer exists. 

Southwest of Langchowfu 
many fine missions. Now all are gone. 
One village is buried beneath the 
mountains, which crumbled. In many 
places the earth opened, emitting dirty, 
green and bluish black water, with ear- 
Splitting noises.” 

Other reports from Liangchowfu say 
that 70 per cent of the city was 
destroyed. The China Inland Mission is 
said to have been badly damaged. The 
casualties have not been determined. 
William A. Belcher, a British member 
of the China Inland Mission, who was 
at Liangchowfu, has sent the following 
statement:

REFERENDUM STAND 


Campaign Policy to Be De- 
cided at Indiana Confer- 
ence August 15-16. 


BIG DEBATE IS EXPECTED 


Westerville, Ohio, Aug. 1 (A.P.).— 
Whether organized drys should favor a 
national referendum on _ prohibition 
and whether they should ask the major 
political parties to indorse national 
prohibition will be discussed at a con- 
ference of officials of the Antisaloon 
League of America at Winona Lake, 
Ind., August 15 and 16, it was an- 
nounced at.the league’s national head- 
quarters here today. 

The conference will be held just 
prior to the conference of the World 
League Against Alcoholism. Probable 
condidates for the presidency in the 
1928 campaign will be discussed at the 
conference of national officers, the an- 
nouncement said. 

“The attitude of the Antisaloon 
League has been that a national refer- 
endum on prohibition would be a 
waste of time and money inasmuch as 
it would not be binding on the law 
makers,” the officials said in making 
the announcement. “The wets have 
decided that a national referendum 
would show public sentiment over- 
wheimingly in favor of repeal of the 
national prohibition.” 

“The drys hold that prohibition was 
voted by one of the biggest majorities 
on record in the United States and 
that if that officicl action failed to 
settle the existing wet and dry contro- 
versy an official referendum could not 
be expected to. Consic--able debate 
also is expected on a proposal to ask 
the major political parties. to indorse 
prohibition by embodying strong 
planks in their platforms. Since its 
organization the policy of the Anti- 
soloon league has been to base its cam- 
paign upon election of public officials 


and not upon platform planks.”

Hermit .of Hollywood Sues 
“Resurrection” Producers 
for $130,000. 


Los Angeles, Aug. 1 (A.P.).—‘Peter 
of Hollywood,” knownealso as “Peter 
the Hermit,” 88, did not get the dash- 
ing male lead opposite Doroles Del Rio 
in the film drama, “Resurrection,” be- 
cause he had a beard 62 years old, 
wouldn’t wear shoes, and needed his 
face “lifted.” 

Edwin Carewe et al., of Inspirational 
Pictures,* producers of the drama, 
pegged the answer to-the eccentric’s 
$130,000 suit because of alleged promise 
of the role, filed in Superior Court to- 
day.

U. S. Plan for Denunciation of 
Treaty Is Criticized by 
London’s Envoy. 


Geneva, Switzerland, Aug. 1 (A.P.).— 
Successful Japanese mediation was 
said in the tripartite naval conference 
circles tonight to appear to be the only 
thing that could save the conference 
from failure. 

A lengthy ccnference of the Japan- 


ese delegation was held today. This 
followed upon a meeting between Vis- 
count Ishiivand W. C. Bridgeman, chief 
British representative, at which Mr. 
Bridgeman.is reported to have asked 
the Japanese statesman whether he 
had any suggestions to offer. 

The Japanese representatives met to 
examine the situation from every pos- 
sible angle, to determine whether any 
means could be discovered that offered 
a chance for acceptance as a remedy 
for the eight-inch-gun cruiser diffi- 
culty which is causing the existing 
deadlock. 

From what meager information 
seeped out to the press, the Japanese 
had not succeeded in developing a 
magic formula which would bring ‘the 
British and Americans closer together 
on this contested point. However, it 
was understood tonight that the Jap- 
anese were continuing their study 
tenaciously. 


U. S. Proposa] Criticized. 


The British spokesmen did not spare 
their words today in criticising un- 
favorably the American proposal which 
was framed to permit denunciation of 
the treaty in case the British found the 
American construction of cruisers a 
menace to British security. The spokes- 
men ‘affirmed that this proposal was 
fundamentally objectionable because it 
authorized no meeting of the signa- 
tories until 1931. and denunciation of 
the treaty was not possible until 
eighteen months after the end of 1931. 

However, even if the right of denun- 
ciation began immediately upon the 
initialing of the treaty, the British 
maintain that in its essence the Amer- 
ican proposal would be unacceptable. 
They say that this is so because it 
would always put Great Britain in the 
position of a protesting party and by 
that very fact pave the way for engen- 
dering suspicion and distrust. 

“To this criticism the Americans ex- 
plained that the United States building 
program would carry America up to 
1931 and that since th: program al- 
ready was known to the world there 
seemed no need of making the denun- 
ciation operative from the moment the 
projected Geneva treaty was signed. 
Nevertheless the Americans remarked 
that their proposal was merely. tenta- 
tive as to form and naturally would be 
subject to any modification, provided a 
treaty were negotiated eventually. 


Americans Seek Accord. 


The American delegates are said to 
be endeavoring to exhaust every means 
for reaching an accord before permit- 
ting the pourparlers to drift to destruc- 
tion on rocks. The Americans have ex- 
pressed the belief that no good can 
possibly come from a spectacular and 
possibly a cyclonic final public session. 
If a break is inevitable, it is said to be 
likely that the Americans might agree 
to any suggestion for an adjournment 
of the conference which would be ac- 
companied by a communique from the 
secretary general to the effect that the 
negotiations were discontinued because 
of a failure to agree on one or two out- 
standing problems. 

The Japanese activity and the grow- 
ing desire among all the delegates to 
do everything possible to avoid a break 
have injected new hope into the situa- 
tion. As yet, however, there is noth- 
ing tangible on which hope could be 
based, and at the moment of writing 
the critical situation remained abso- 
lutely unchanged. 


Larger Merchant Fleet Needed. 


American circles in Geneva are won- 
dering what effect the negotiations will 
have not only on the construction of 
American warships, but also on the 
American Merchant Marine. There is 
said to be a growing impression here, 
in both the technical and political 
camps, that the American people must 
be educated to give more attention to 
the importance of the maintenance of 
@ larger fleet of merchant liners to 
carry American manufactured goods to 
foreign countries. va 

This idea is based on the probability 
of a steady growth of American ex- 
ports of manufactured products. It 
involves the necessity of not only hav- 
ing American merchant ships to con- 
vey these products abroad but also of 
having a navy of sufficient size to pro- 
tect the increasing American trade 
routes. It is pointed out that this fol- 
lows the plan of the British who say 
that they must of necessity retain a 
larger cruiser fleet-in order to protect 
British trade communications overseas. 


PAN-AMERICANISM FAILS 
TO WELD BOND, IS VIEW 


“Artificial Product” / Existing 
Past 40 Years Criticized 
by Prof. Sheperd. 


Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 1 (A.P.).— 
If the British foreign‘ office “some- 
times seems meddlesome” it is only 
that “we may throw our weight as often 
as possible upon the side of peace and 
stability,” Arthur Willert, head of the 
foreign office’s news department, told 
the members of the Institute of Politics 
tonight. ; 

“We have never, since the war, come 
so far in the direction of paternalism 
as your State Department,” he declared, 
“when it intimated to American bank- 
ing houses that it would prefer them 
not to lend money abroad without con- 
sulting it.” 

He defended British restriction of 
rubber production by pointing to 
American efforts to raise the price of 
cotton, and upheld the British policy 
in the Near East by comparing it with 
the American policy in Cuba and Pan- 
ama. 


Kept Price Down, He Says. 

Had not the British taken action to 
restrict rubber production, many plan- 
tations would have disappeared “and 
it is highly probable that rubber would 
today stand at~a higher price than it 
does,” he said. 

“We have no policy which prevents 
free trading so much as your policy of 
high protection,” Mr. Willert contin- 
ued, “and when it comes to trade dis- 
crimination, anything that you may do 
to raise the price of cotton works out 
in practice as a more direct and damag- 
ing discrimination against us than any- 
thing we may have done to restrict 
temporarily the amount of rubber upon 
the markets of the world, does against 

u.” 
a Turing to criticism of British policy 
in the Near East, he said that the 
British government had never done 
anything to discriminate against Amer- 
ican oil interests here. 


Must Protect Suez Canal. 


British policy in Egypt, he said, is 
almost entirely conditioned by a real- 
ization of the necessity of maintaining 
the inviolability of the Suez Canal. 

It is for this reason, he said, that 
Britain had curtailed by treaty the full 
sovereignty of Egypt, Britain treats the 
Egyptians, he continued, “much as you 
treat the Cubans with your platt 
amendment and your naval base at 
Guantanamo. > 

“We are criticised for certain inci- 
dents in our Egyptian policy; you on 
your side assumed from . the Republic 
of Panama certain rights over the 
Isthmus in a way, which, if I remember 
rightly, was criticised by your liberal 
opinion as being somewhat arbitrary. 

“History will, I am convinced, vindi- 
cate our action in regard to Egypt just 
as fully as it will vindicate your action 
in regard to Panama.” 

World peace is essential to British 
economic. welfare, said Mr. Willert, ex- 
plaining that England, raising but 30 
per cent of her foodstuffs and with 
1,000,000 unemployed, relies upon for- 
eign commerce for her very existence. 


Monopoly Not the Aim. 


But this basic need of foreign trade 
does not breed an undesirable form of 
aggressiveness, continued the speaker. 

“After our share in the partition of 
Africa, which marked the climax of 
our territorial aggressiveness,’ he said, 
“the doctrine that trade follows the 
flag and the sphere of influence theory 
became progressively discredited. 

“We are not acquisitive, either terri- 
torially or politically. We are not ac- 
quisitive, if for no other reason, be- 
cause like you, we have got all the 
territory we can manage. We are ac- 
quisitive commercially, but not in the 
bad old sense. 

“We aim not at monopoly but at a 
large enough share in the world’s mar- 
kets to support the dense and highly 
industrialized population of our little 
island. We do not want to secure 
spheres of influence. or special privi- 
lege in any part of the world.” 


Pan-Americanism Failure. 


Pan-Americanism has failed to es- 
tablish a genuine bond of fellowship 
between the United States and Latin 
America because of the absence of 
equality and understanding, Prof. Will- 
iam R. Sheperd, of Columbia Univer- 
sity, told members of the institute. 

While Pan-Americanism has been in 
existence for 40 years, he said, it has 
been an artificial product emanating 
from the United States toward her 
Southern neighbors, rather than a me- 
dium of cooperation between the 21 
western republics on a basis of equal- 
ity: 

“As an agency of ‘political coopera- 
tion, Pan-Americanism has proved in- 
capable of realization,’”? he declared, as 
the Latin American nations are “so

SOUTH SHOWS INGREASE 
OF BUSINESS FAILURES 


Reserve Bank Reports 46 
More for Last June Than 
in June, 1926. 


LABOR SITUATION SPOTTY 


Richmond, Va., Aug. 1 (A.P.).—There 
were 46 more failures in June of this 
year than in the same month a year ago 
in the Fifth district, the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Richmond reports in its 
monthly review of business co/iditions. 
Last month’s liabilities of $2,255,430 
compare favorably with $5,707,404 re- 
ported for May of this year, but exceed 
$1,719,126 in June last year*the report 
shows. There were 142 failures in June 
this year compared with 125 in May 
this year and 96 in June 1926. 

Fifth district failures in the first six 
months of 1927 numbered 863, with lia- 
bilities totaling $23,131,574, compared 
with 772 insolvencies in the first half 
of 1926 with aggregate liabilities of 
$14,369,247. > me 

The labor situation is spotted, some 
sections reporting a considerable vol- 
ume of unemployment while others re- 
port only a normal number of idle 
workers. Almost all industrial plants 
in Fifth district are operating full time 
and are using their regular quota of 
workers, but in a number of the dis- 
trict’s cities there is a smaller amount 
of construction under way at this time 
than is customary this time of year. 

It is these cities which complain of 
unemployment. There does not ap- 
pear to be an unusually large number 
of workers who are involuntarily idle 
anywhere in the district, however, al- 
though, the situation in scattered cen- 
ters compares unfavorably with the re- 
cent more or less abnorrial years. 

Retail trade in 30 of the fifth dis- 
trict’s leading department stores in 
June was in smaller volume than dur- 
ing the corresponding month a year 
ago, 18 stores reporting lower sales dur- 
ing the past month. The average de- 
cline in June sales under last year was 
2.9 per cent, and cumulative sales in 30 
stores during the first half of the year 
averaged 1.9 per cent above avérage 
Jume sales during the three years 1923- 
25, but outside of Baltimore most of 
the stores showed a higher average in- 
crease than the district figure. 

Eighty-six wholesale firms reported 
on their June business in comparison 
with the preceding month this year and 
the-same month last year. Dry goods, 
hardware and drug firms sold more 
merchandise in June, 1927, but grocery, 
shoe and furniture sales last month 
were smaller in volume. 


THRONG OF 150,000 | 
_ CHEERS LINDBERGH 


Cleveland Bestows Freedom 
of City; He Flies Through 


New York Storm. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 1 (A.P.).—Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, ambassador of 
good will between nations, who brought 
his Spirit of St. Louis to Cleveland to- 
day, was lustily greeted by thousands at 
the municipal airport, received the 
freedom of the city tonight and was a 
guest at a civic banquet. 

Police estimated that 150,000 people 
jammed in and near the municipal 
airport to see Col. Lindbergh land, the 
greatest throng they ever handled. Just 
how many saw the New York-to-Paris 
aviator land could not be determined, 
as roads and fields for miles surround- 
ing the airport were jammed.

BOTH WET AND ORY 


Greatest Job Is to Hold Them 
Down, Says New Enforce- 
ment Chief. 


ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
LAUDS ANDREWS’ WORK 


Declares Fault Finding by 
Overzealous Advocates 
Harms Cause. 


(Associated Press.) 

Formally taking over the office of 
Federal prohibition enforcement chief, 
Seymour Lowman, of New York, yes- 
terday declared, “Our greatest job is to 


hold down the activities of the radical 
wets and the radical drys.” 

“Temperance and sobriety are com- 
mendable virtues,” he said. “We want 
@ sober America.” 

Mr. Lowman, a former leutenant 
governor of New York, was sworn in 
at the Treasury to succeed Lincoln C. 
Andrews as Assistant Secretary in 
charge of dry. law operdtions. 

“I am looking for honest, efficient 
enforcement of the prohibition law, 
just the same as other United States 
laws are enforced,” he said. ‘“Disloy- 
alty will not be tolerated in the prohi- 
bition service. I have no policy except 
an orderly business like carrying: out 
of the mandates of Congress.” 

Assistant Secretary Andrews turned 
over “a splendid organization for ef- 
fective work when he resigned,” Low- 
man said. “Both the Coast Guard. and 
the Customs Services, which have been 
greatly Augmented, are maknig it very 
difficult to smuggle liquor into the 
United States.” 


Assails Radical Factions. 


Referring to the status of the Prohi- 
bition Bureau established April 1, Low- 
man said it was “being put on an ef- 
fective basis by Dr. James M. Doran, 
prohibition commissioner, and other 
practical men.” 

Although he was not sworn in until 
yesterday, Mr. Lowman has been on 
duty at the Treasury for several weeks. 

Asked later to amplify his.statement 
about radical wets and radical drys, 
Assistant Secretary Lowman’ said: 

“By radical wets, I refer to those in- 
dividuals who are unwilling to accept 
the Constitution of the United States 
and the mandates of Congress and who 
advocate ignoring and nullifying the 
prohibition law. They have their ade- 
quate remedy in changing the Consti- 
tution in the regular way, by repealing 
the eighteenth amendment. 

“By radical drys I refer to those well- 
meaning but ill-advised people who are 
criticizing the efforts of public officials 
who are, honestly trying to carry out 
the laws of Congress. Constructive 
criticism is always helpful, but fault- 
finding by overzealous advocates of 
prohibition is very harmful to the cause 
of temperance.”

Chief Consular Official in U. S.

Henry Simon, chief consular official 
of the French government in the 
United States, will leave his post at the 
French Embassy soon to represent his 
country in Reykjavik, Iceland, accord- 
ing to word received here yesterday.

Solicitor General Files Brief 
in Chicago Cases Under 
Prohibition Status. 


GUESTS’ LIQUOR IS ISSUE 


(Associated Press.) 
The right of Federal courts to pad- 
lock restaurants where guests drink 


liquor which they bring themselves is 
likely to be passed upon by the Su- 
preme Court, in view of a brief filed 
yesterday by Solicitor General Mitchell 
in two cases from Chicago. 

He declared that the orders of the 
Federal courts padlocking two restaur- 
ants at Chicago for one year because 
patrons were served glasses, cracked ice 
and ginger ale which they used in 
drinking their own liquor is not “so 
persuasive as to free the question from 
grave doubt or to justify the claim that 
the decision below is obviously correct.” 
The cases were those brought. by Mike 
Fritzell and William R. Rothstein, pro-

Stating that “no liberal construction 
theory would justify the courts in ex- 
tending the application of the (prohi- 
bition enforcement) act beyond the

INCREASE IS SHOWN 
IN FEDERAL WORKERS 


231 More Employed at End 
of June Than on De- 
cember 31. 


There were 231 more persons in the 
Federal service in the District at the 
end of June, than there were at the 
end of December, according to figures 


released by the United States Civil Serv- 
ice Commission yesterday. There were 
59,800 employed June 30, and 59,569 on 
December 31.

LITTLE ENCOURAGEMENT 
FROM EDISON’S PLANS 


Labor Cost Prohibitive in 
U. S., It ls Held; 20 Cents 
a Day Elsewhere. 


New York, Aug. 1 (A.P.)—Consump- 
tion of raw rubber is increasing 60 
much more rapidly than production 
that the world will face a shortagé of 
crude rubber in three years, in the 
opinion of William O'Neil, presiderit of 
the General Tire & Rubber Co., Akron, 
Ohio, who sailed early today on the 
Aquitania to study the rubber situation 
in England. 

Because of the natural increase in the 
demand, manufacturers are agreed on 
this point, differing only as to when a 
shortage will be felt, he said. This 
year has witnessed a gain in the in- 
dustry of approximately 15 per cent 
over 1926, he said, pointing out that 
the trade as a whole -is using. more 


{crude rubber. 


Measures taken to increase the yield, 
including new planting and discovery 
of the bud-grafting system, will have 
no effect on the situation for eight 


| years, Mr. O’Neil said. 


Prediction Misunderstood. 


“Frank R. Henderson, president of 
the rubber exchange, was misunder- 
steod when he recently referred to the 
bud-grafting system, through which it 
is entirely likely that production can 
be doubled, or even more. than 
doubled,” he said. “Some took his re- 
marks to mean that cheaper rubber 
could be expected within a very short 
time, but they failed to take into con- 
sideration the fact that it requires 
eight years for.rubber plants to reach 
the productive stage.” 

From 1920 to 1924 there was not 
enough new planting done to take care 
of the tncreased demand, he asserted, 
and while British restriction of rubber 
exportation has resulted in more 
planting, this has been done so recent- 
ly that it can have no bearing on the 
situation for about eight years. 

Mr. O’Neil said that rubber manu- 
facturers do not expect Thomas A. 


|Edison’s experiments to have an. ap- 


preciable effect on the situation. 

“I don’t say that he can’t get a 
plant that will produce rubber,” he ex- 
plained, “but when Edison attacks a 
farm product where labor is paid only 
20 cents a day, he isn’t following the 
lines laid down by most manufac- 
turers. They go after the high cost 
lines.” 


Cost Prohibitive in United States. 

He pointed out that labor costs in 
the rubber-producing centers average 
about 6 cents a pound, based on a 
daily wage of 20 cents. In America, he 
said, where farm labor receives up to 
$5 a day, discovery of a plant that 
would grow here and yield even three 
times as much rubber as the best pro- 
ducers in the Straits Settlements still 
leave production: costs prohibitive. 

Rubber at its present price of 341, 
cents is selling at a fair figure and is 
much cheaper than cotton at 12 cents, 
in Mr. O’Neil’s opinion,” and he sees 
no immediate prospect for increased 
tire prices. Howevef, he does think 
that the tire prices will be higher next 
year, as he expects the price of crude 
rubber to advance. 

The tire business a whole, he said, 
is good and mnaufacturers are making 
money; Akron has a greater percentage 
of the rubber business than ever in its 
history, using nearly 50 per cent of the 
world’s supply, as compared with 60 
per cent of the supply used in the 
United States.

ARMY AIRSHIP HOME 
AFTER RECORD FLIGHT 


RS-1 Aloft 361% -Hours, 
Lands Safely After Trip 
From Lakehurst, N. J. 


Scott Field, Belleville, Ill., August 1 
(A.P.).—Having broken its previous 
record for sustained flight, the RS-1, 
the world’s largest semirigid airship, 
was back in its home hangar today 
after remaining aloft 36% hours on a 


successful trip from Lakehurst, N. J. 

The last leg of the flight required 
slightly more than one and one-half 
days, during which time the ship tried 
to land both at Buffalo, N. Y., and near 
Cleveland, but was prevented by rainy 
weather. Its crew of nine men com- 
manded by Lieut, Col. John A, 
Paegelow then headed the ship straight 
for Scott Field. Tw® landings were 
made during the trip; one at Langley 
Field, Va., and the other at Lakehurst 
The cruise, which is the longest and 
severest test endured by the ship, was 
pronounced a complete success by 
Lieut. Col. Paegelow. 

Col. Paegelow estimated the ship 
traveled approximately 2,800 miles. He 
said she could have remained aloft un- 
til 10 a. m. today as there were 250 
gallons of gasoline left at the end of 
the cruise. ° 


greatest world’s cotton consumption 
ever known was revealed in the an- 
nual cotton consumption report issued 
today by Secretary Henry G. Hester, of 
the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, The 
report covering the year ended yester- 
day fixed total consumption at 17,428,- 
000 bales. 

The consumption report included 
1,043,000 bales of linters and excluded 
533,000 bales of Japanese port and mill 
stocks which this year formed part of 
the carryover totaling 7,238,000 bales. 

Deducting 267,000 bales of Japanese 
mill and port stocks from the previous 
season’s consumption made the total 
15,112,000 bales, which the addition in- 
creased the carryover a year ago to 


5,639,000 bales. 


Including linters, Secretary Hester 
placed the 1926-27 commercial crop at 
19,205;929 bales, against 15,614,707 the 
previous season, while the actual growth 
of 1926 was counted at 19,100,000 bales 
against 17,425,000 the season before. 

The world’s consumption, Mr. Hester 
said, had never before reached 17,000,- 
000 _ bales. Correspondingly, cotton 
consumption in the Southern States, 
including linters, was the largest ever 
known. 

Southern consumption was fixed at 
5,471,391 bales, 692,465 more than was 
consumed last year and 1,091,273 more 
than the previous year. 

Secretary Hester said the enormous 
cotton consumption was largely due to 
the use of relatively cheap, low-grade 
cotton which to a considerable extent 
was substituted for other growths by 
mills and other consumers. He added 
that the world had taken virtually all 
the American cotton it could get. Ex- 
ports amounted to 11,250,000 bales, he 
said, and the takings by American 
mills North and South, totaled about 
eight and a quarter million bales,

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WALTER J. TRAVIS. 


When Walter J. Travis, who died Sunday in 
Denver, took up golf there were many of his 
friends, no doubt, who thought him queer. 
In the late nineties the game was still the sub- 
ject of derision. The “he man” of that day re- 
garded it as an effeminate and-foolish pastime 
in which only a few scatter-brained individuals 


indulged. It was not difficult then to number 
the courses in the United States and the na< 
tional open and amateur had just been estab- 
lished. 

In the infancy of golf in the United States 
Travis rapidly forged to the front. A few years 
after he took up the game at the age of 35 he 
won the American amateur three times. Less 
than a decade and he had won the British 
amateur, the first American to do so and the 
only one until Jess Sweetser registered a simi- 
lar triumph last year. Travis inspired thou- 
sands of his fellow countrymen to take up the 
game, because before his victory abroad it had 
been thought a pastime im which the British 
would always excel, 

Travis devoted the later years of his life to 
the construction of courses. He forfeited his 
amateur standing on this account, but he be- 
lieved truly that providing new places in which 
the game might be played was more important 
than winning cups. He was, as much as any 
oné man, “father of golf” in this country. The 
progress of the game in the United States 
stands as a memorial to his efforts. , 
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MORE JUNKETING TRIPS. 


The United States Tariff Commission seeks 
information as to the cost of canned corn and 
canned tomatoes. The scope of the inquiry

HOW STRONG IS CONCRETE? 


In 1921 a concrete arch bridge was built, 
across the Yadkin River in North Carolina. 


Subsequently, a Pile wens aicporetion, 
gained permission to dam the waters, Ya THs | 


them to a height greater.than the floor of the 
bridge. Now it is announced that on October 
1, or thereabout, the unusual combination of 
circumstances will make possible an important 
experiment to test the strength of concrete 
bridge construction. 

Briefly, North Carolina expects to load the 
bridge up to its rated capacity, making ac- 
curate engineering tests of the stress and 
strain. Then gradually it will be overloaded 
until it cracks and collapses. Engineers will 
be on hand throughout, and it is anticipated 
that new data regarding margins of safety in 
concrete construction will be obtained. 

It should be remembered that the bridge is 
almost brand-new,’ and that it was constructed 
under modern practices to last through many 
years. For this reason the experiment is of 
great interest to constructors and engineers 
everywhere. 

Knowledge of concrete and its behavior 
under strain, as held today, has been gained 
largely through experience and through study 
of small models. Engineers allow a certain 
margin of safety, but they have not been able 
to ascertain under actual practice whether the 
extra strength they have been building into 
bridges and other structures is too great or too 
little. Through the controlled destruction of 
this North Carolina bridge they expect to ad- 
vance the knowledge of concrete further in 
a few days than might have been possible 
through years of laboratory experimentation. 
Possibly the knowledge gained will’ be fully 
worth the cost of the property destroyed.

Lack of them.has been proved to 
causé eye diseases, sterility, rickets, scurvy, 
beri-beri and stunted growth They exist ic 
certain foodstuffs only, and even in parts-of 
foodstuffs, such as the husks of rice and po- 
tato peelings, which are not generally eaten. 
Methods of removing these elements .from 
unpalatable parts of :foods are most impor- 
tant, as they may thus be added to more 
palatable diets otherwise inadequate to the 
maintenance of health. 

Science is interested in Jessie, because it is 
attempting to solve the mysteries of vitamin 
production and removal. Ultimately it ex- 
pects to manufacture these valuable food con- 
stituents synthetically in its laboratories. 
When that day arrives human health will have 
been promoted immeasurably, for no ,other 
single item is more important, particularly 
to children, than the vitamin. 


Diphtheria immunization has brought about 
a new era in the control of the scourge, accord- 
ing to the American Association for Medical 
Progress. In New York City, for instance, 
where an antitoxin campaign was begun about 
five years ago, about 500,000 children have 
been immunized. Between 1922 and 1925 
the average number of cases per year dropped 
34 per cent below the prévious five years. In 
addition, the number of deaths dropped 41 
per cent, a saving of more than 450 lives 
a year. In 1926 Youngstown, Ohio, and New 
Haven, Conn., shared the distinction of having 
the lowest diphtheria death rate, 0.6 per 100,- 
000 population. This low record marks a de- 
cline from 18.5 for Youngstown and 7.1 for 
New Haven for the period 1920-24. Both re- 
ductions coincide closely with the general 
immunization of school children. 

Immunization and vaccination long since 
have demonstrated their efficacy in the con- 
trol of disease. Nevertheless, parents may still 
be found who object to such treatments for 
their children. Unfortunately contagious dis- 
eases are community matters; otherwise the 
proper course to pursue would be to allow 
parents to follow their own consciences in the 
matter of immunization and vaccination. Since, 
however, the diseased child constitutes a men- 
ace.to all of his play and school mates, it 
is vitally important that immunization and 
vaccination be administered to all. 

There is nothing to fear in either treat- 
ment. Possibly the child may become slightly 
upset’ following administration of the inocula- 
tion; but he is only temporarily indisposed and - 
gains’ protection against the possibility of se- 
rious illness. It is interesting to note in this

HOW TO KEEP WELL

HE Illinois Department of Agricul- 

ture seems to have made a discov- 

ery with relation to milk sickness. 

The discovery is that white snakeroot 

does not become poisonous until some- 
where about July 1. 

It-is well known that people do not 
begin having milk sickness until mid- 
summer. When it became known that 
it resulted from the cattle eating white 
snakeroot, the explanation given was 
that, so long as the pastures were good, 


‘cows would not eat this weed. How 


ever, when the pastures had burned, the 
gunshine had become hot, and the flies 
extra troublesome, the cows would hang 
around the shady, moist places and, 
white. snakeroot being handy, they 
would eat it. That seemed reasonable 
enough. 


Mr. Stanard, director of the depart- 
ment, thought he would prove to his 
own: satisfaction that cows eating this 
weed would or would not sicken with 
milk sickness. 
‘mental catile 
hay which contained white snakeroot. | 
They did not sicken. He kept it up. 
They remained well. He was: about 
ready to conclude that milk sickness 
was not a form of snakeroot poisoning | 


when one morning he noticed his cattle | 


trembling. 

He finally came to this conclusion: 
White snakeroot is not poisonous until 
it reaches a certain stage in its develop- | 
ment. Ordinarily this stage is reached | 
about July 1. Cattle can eat it without 


harm prior to about that date. They’ 


die if they cat it afterwards. The date 
ds fixed by the stage of development of 
the plant and will be somewhat earlier 
Or somewhat later, according to season 
and location. 
‘cover a cure. 


If milk sickness is a drug poisoning, 
as now seems certain, the cure will need 
to be an antidote. As a rule, antidotes 
have been discovered by accident rather 
than by science. Mr. Stanard has my 
hopes, though I do not feel confident of 
his success. He is also investigating 
the possibility of immunizing cattle or, 
to put it differently, of increasing their 
tolerance to the poison. The United

(Closed Hand) should play the Five of 
Clubs. 


Opening against a No Trump, the 
King should be led from a suit headed 
by K-Q-10. If this Club suit had not 
contained the Ten (for example, K-Q-9- 
8-6) the Eight (fourth best) would 
have been the lead. 

East knows that the King  ;robably 
was led from K-Q-10 and that the 
Closed Hand is not apt to win the trick. 
Should East play any card but the 
Jack, West will be apt to think that 


Closed Hand holds A-J because, with 
A-J-X, Closed Hand probably would 
play small on the first trick.

] tention.to recipes for preserves for 

winter use, and here, today, without 
further ado, and at once we are to- 
gether again, let us have a list of re- 
cipes to be made up for winter con- 
sumption when the fruits and vege- 


tables that are to be had now will not 
be in evidence except in jars on our 
cupboard shelves. First of all I have 
for our friends. a mixed mustard 
pickle. 


Mixed Mustard Pickle. 

One quart of small cucumbers, one 
quart of large cucumbers sliced, one 
quart of green tomatoes sliced, one 
quart of small onions, one large cauli- 
flower, four green peppers cut fine. 
Make a brine of four quarts of water 
anda half pint of salt. Pour over the 
vegetables and let stand about 24 hours. 
Then scald the vegetables well in the 
brine and turn into a colander and let 
them drain well. Prepare mustard as 
follows. 

Mix one cup of flour with five table- 
spoons of tumeric powder and enough 
cold vinegar to make a smooth paste. 
Add two and a half cups of sugar and 
enough vinegar to make two quarts of 
material. Boil until thick and then 
add the vegetables and keep over the 
fire thoroughly heated. 


Corn Pudding (a Relish). 


1 quart of uncooked corn. 

1144 cups chopped celery. 

cups of cabbage. 

red peppers. 

green peppers. 

small onions. 

cup sugar. 

tablespoons salt. 
tablespoons dry mustard. 

3144 cups vinegar. 

Chop the corn, which has been cut 
from the cob, with the cabbage,. and 
red and green peppers. Add _ the 
chopped celery and add the other ma- 
terials. Cook the whole until the corn 
is tender then place in jars and seal.

12 ripe cucumbers (large). 

1 quart small white onions. 

Small amount of dill. 

Mixed pickle spices to taste. 
Small piece of root of horseradish. 
2 teaspoons of dry mustard. 
Vinegar. 


Peel the cucumbers and cut them in 
halves from one end to the other. Re- 
move the seeds and pulp and cut the 
remaining pulp, or sidewalls, in smal? 
pieces. Remove the skins.from ‘the 
onions and cover them with salt and let 
stand while placing the cut cucumbers 
in salt water (proportions of one of salt 
to 8 cups of water). Let stand 5 hours 
and then drain. Place in jars with first 
a layer of cucumbers, then onions, then 
dill and bits of horseradish root mixed 
in with the whole.

In 1907 


Ceremonies to Start at 
Noon; ‘First Timers’ 


to Greet Idol. 


Kellogg Will Present 
Check; League to 
Give Medal.

Biro honored in a baseball way is 


nothing new in the li*» of Walter 
Johnson, for, practically ever since 
he joined the Washington Club, back in 
1907, he has heard the plaudits of the 
fans every time he has been announced 
as the starting pitcher, every time he 
has come to the bat, and especially when 
he has rushed to the rescue of some 
tottering mate. Wherever baseball is 
known—and this is taking in a lot.cf 
territory—Walter Johnson is known and 
there is no question but what he is a 
universal idol with more friends and 
well-wishers than any other athlete in 
any other line of professional sport. 
In addition to the columns written 
daily about his achievements when at 
the heyday of his career, the fans 
here as well as in other cities have 
singled him out for honor on a num- 
ber of occasions, while the American 
League gave him a “day” here in 1925 
when he was presented with the di- 
ploma voted him by sports writers as 
“the most valuable player to his team” 
in 1924. 


But all of these occasions will be 
dwarfed to insignificance by that 
to be staged at the Georgia Avenue 
Stadium this afternoon when 
Washington will turn out en masse 
to celebrate Johnson’s twentieth 
anniversary as a big-league star, 


Oddly enough, it was his today’s op- 
ponents—the Detroit Tigers—whom he 
faced when he drew his first assign- 
ment as a major league hurler. Only 
the name of the team remains to re- 
mind him of his debut, however, for 
not only the entire personnel of that 
team has changed but also those of 
every other team in the major leagues. 
Ty Cobb was with the Tigers then and 
he, now with the Athletics, is the only 
other active player who was in the game 
at that time. 

Washington will do itself proud to- 
day and when the final out of the game 
is made, irrespective of the result, 
Walter Johnson will have had his day 
of days, one such as no other athlete 
of any line of.sport has ever enjoyed. 

No stones have been left unturned 
by Gen. Anton Stephan.and the mem- 
bers of the committee in charge of the 
event. The idea of staging this “John- 
son anniversary” on the completion of 
the great pitcher’s twenty years of 


| service was conceived as long ago as 


last winter, so that those back of the 
movement have had plenty of time to 
make their plans and no hitches in 
them are likely. 


Not only will the “Old Master,” 
as he is known throughout the 
circuit, be honored as no other 
mate has been, but he also will be 
presented with innumerable pres- 
ents and a substantial sum of 
money which will help keep the 
“wolf from the door”: when he lays 
away his uniform, spiked shoes and 
glove. 


In order that the youger. generation 
of fans will not be allowed to forget 
the great pitcher in after years, a shaft 
of marble and bronze, in the shape of 
a sun dial, will be erected and properly 
inscribed just within the gates of the 
Griffith Stadium. 

Part of the donations made by the 
fans to the committee in charge will 
be used for the purchase of a silver 
service for Walter and Mrs. Johnson —

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“HAUNTED” HOUSE NOW A REFUGE

Neighborhood tradition once said that in the “haunted house’’ of Ne@v Orleans’ French quarter might be 


found in nightly rendezvous the ghosts of famous Men who had been guests at the old mansion, 


The 


house (below) has now become a refuge for released prisoners, and both ghosts and greatness have 


been forgotten. 


New Orleans, La. (A.P.).—Avoided 
more than a half century ago because it 
was believed to be inhabited by ghosts, 
the famed “haunted house” of New 
Orleans’ French quarter is sought out 
annually by thousands of persons con- 
fronted with the grim specter of 
hunger. 

Between 60 and 70 persons are lodged 
in the house all the time, and, in 
addition, 50 to 130 meals are dispensed 
each day to those who have no money 


for food. No thought is given ghosts. 

Back in Civil War days strange lights 
and shadowy forms were seen in the 
building, mysterious noises were heard 
and rumors were rife that spirits of 
the departed had taken possession of 
the dwelling. 


Later it was discovered a gang_ of 
counterfeiters had frequented the hoyse 
and that it was’ the secret abode of 
other desperate men, tncluding gam- 
blers and thugs, who desired to keep 
persons away from the locality. 

A few years afterward, the build- 
ing became the mecca for a large 
number of tourists, attracted by the 
stories they had heard. For the benefit 
of visitors, it is said, chains were 
dragged over the upper floors, “ghosts” 
talked to each other through speaking 
tubes and other uncanny noises were 
made. 

Jean and Henri Remairie, who camé 
here from Southern France, built the 
house in 1780, and W. J. Warrington, a 
descendant, obtained it in 1870. One 
day two creole boys took a ride in a

huckster’s wagon without the owner’s 
permission. They were caught and ar- 
rested. When their families refused 
to have anything further to do with 
them, Warrington obtained their release 
and took them to his home. 

He kept them until positions were 
found and brought other youths in 
need of help to his home. From this 
beginning grew the enterprise which 
was financed entirely by Warrington 
until five years ago, when his fortune 
was exhausted. Now it is operated 
through public benefactions and funds 
from entertainments staged by the in- 


‘mates. 


The home is rich in history, and 
many prominent personages have visit- 
ed’ there, including Henry Clay and 
Jerome Bonaparte.

Each Driver of Automobile 
Should Hold Himself as Of- 
ficer of the Law, Is View. 


Cooperation on the part of motorists | 
is needed to make effective the efforts 
of the Traffic. Department to solve the 
traffic problem, William H. Harland, 
director of traffic, said yesterday. 

The local traffic Pegulations, which 
may be interpreted symbolically as a 
aystem of signals erected along the 
streets for the orderly movement vf 
traffic, can never realize their proper 
success until motorists evinc® by their 
practices a determination that these 
regulations shall rule the streets, it is 
explained. 

The main body of the local traffic 
ordinance was selected upon the recom-~- 
mendations of a committee of local 
citizens. It is the desire of the Traf- 
fic Department to cooperate with mo- 
torists in the fullest degree, it is ex- 
plained. On the other hand, officials 
of the Traffic Department court the 
reciprocal cooperation of motorists. 


Servants of the Public. 


The Director of Traffic and his 4s- 
sistants are the servants of the driv- 
ing and pedestrian public. It is his 
sole task to. devise means by which the 
whole of the public may move about 
their daily cares and pleasures to best 
advantage for every member. The 
Traffic Bureau of the Police Depart- 
ment also serve? the while public by 
enforcing those regulations which con- 
ceive the very best possible movement 
of the whole of local traffic. 

But the system becomes a one-sided 
arrangement unless motorists, pith 
equal zeal, assume their half of ‘the 
task by observing these regulations, 
not merely with submission, but with 
determination. No motorist ever finds 
his true ground, his true proportion 
in the whole volume of local traffic, 
until he assumes such an attitude, 

Mr. Harland said that “every motor- 
ist should drive as if he were an officer 
charged with the enforcement of the 
traffic regulations, and desired to pro- 
mote the observance of the regulations. 


by making his own driving exemplary.” 

In other words, the motorist should 
be just as partial toward observance of 
the law is if he were an officer charged 
with its keeping. 


Strive to Protect Motorist. 


And why should he not? Are not 
the traffic officials and police working 
for him, striving with all their might 
to protect him, to make his way cer- 
tain and secure, and to enable him to 
move along his way with greatest fa- 
cility? As the taxpayer, is not he their 
employer? Then he is &@& poor em- 
ployer indeed if he must be con- 
tinually reminded by those he employs 
that he is neglecting his part of the 
work, and is continually casting away 
the things he employed them to do 
for him. 

Modern traffic is a continually shift- 
ing thing. It is a kind of nebula that 
has not settled into definite form. Its 
changing conditions demand amend- 
ment of regulations at times, and new 
conditions demand new regulations. 

Therefore it presents a difficult task 
at best. But the greatest difficulty it 
presents proceeds from the state of mind 
of the average motorist. Apparently the 
motorist is slow at learning that modern 
traffic is an entirely new thing, quite 
different from the traffic that was 


speed only one-fifth as great a few 
years ago. 


Change One of Magnitude, 


If he will stop and analyze the 
changed situation he will come to com- 
prehend the magnitude of the change. 

Under the old system, the city gov- 
ernment, so far as traffic was concern- 
ed, was reposed largely in the traveler's 
desires of travel. There were traffic 
regulations, but there was not that 
urgency about them, and they did not 
sound so deep a tone, as now. What” 
the modern motorist seems unable to 
comprehend is that when he multiplied 
his speed by five he multiplied by 
five also his responsibility to others, 
and divided by five his old right, to the 
assertion of his personal desires of 

avel in the streets. 

Under the modern system, the mo- 
torist must drive, not as a unit moved 
by personal wishes, but as oneepf a 
community of drivers, taking and giv- 
ing defined rights, and observing de- 
fined rules made for the government 
if the traffic chaos is 
to be transformed into orderliness and 
safety is to be established in the streets. 


Comparsian With Ball Players, 
It has been pointed out the best ball 


the reason being that they play for 
themselves, rather than with other 
members of their clubs in such a way 
as would make their clubs, not them- 
selves, look best. 

The lesson this contains is that it 
is not much how well you drive 
for: yourself, but how much you co- 
operate with other drivers, that counts. 
Another vast difference between modern 
traffic and the traffic of a few years 
ago is the multiplicity of vehicles. Mul- 
tiplicity of vehicles and speed has made 
team, work necessary among drivers. 
The best driver is not the one who 
can best handle an automobile wheel 
for himself, but the one who can best 
cooperate with any group of drivers 
in which he finds himself, who, in 
can best work with the 
team. 

However, the Traffic Department of 
. the city is the fountain from which this 
cooperation must emanate. The regula- 
‘tions are the common ground on which 
all motorists meet. It should be the 
common language which their moving 
‘vehicle speak, and by which they under-

Do not drive through safety zohes 
under any circumstances. The 
motorist should remember that the 
safety zone is the pedestrian’s own 
exclusive property, definitely set 
aside as a place of safety for him to 
stand in. The motorist who invades 
a safety zone, then, is guilty of tres- 
passing. 

But he is guilty of more than that. 
He is guilty of falsehood, and breach 
of confidence. It is human nature 
for a pedestrian to believe what is 
written in that zone, and to trust it 
as “safe.” When a motorist enters 
a safety zone, then, he makes a 
falsehood of the words written there, 
and the falsehood is his own, since 
the truth of those words is commit- 
ted to his keeping. 

And when he enters the zone he 
violates the confidence of the pedes- 
trian who trusts it. It doesn’t matter 
whether the pedestrian, owner of the 
safety zone, is home or not. The 
motorist who enters it during his ab- 
ot en commits the additional offense 


of theft.

Then there is another thing to be 
considered, the minor regulation, in 
which the city government, endeavor- 
ing to protect the motorist, is depend- 
ent to a large degree on his coopera- 
tion. 

It is impossible for police to make 
an arrest for every violation. The best 
they can possibly do is to make whole- 
sale arrests when they observe motor- 
ists apparently forgetting a certain

sale mariner. 

The motorist must admit that this 
system can be improved upon if he 
will assume his share of the responsi- 
bility, and give his cooperation. That 
it exists, and the degree to which it 
exists, merely reflects their own faulti- 
ness. 


ARTS GROUP TO oTURY 
CITY BUILOWNG SITES 


Plan for Location of District 
Activities to Be Consid- 
ered Soon, Moore Says. 


CITY HEADS ARE NOTIPHED 


Final consideration of a plan to 
locate District government activities in 
buildings north of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, between Third and Sixth streets, 
and Indiana avenue, will be taken up 
by the Commission of Fine Arts at its 
September or October meeting, Chair- 
man Charles Moore, of the commission, 
notified the District Commissioners yes- 
terday. 

Municipal Architect A. L. Harris has 
been working on the plan ever since 
the Public Buildings Commission stat- 
ed that all District government activi- 


ties in the triangle north of the Mall, 
except those in the District Building, 
must be moved to make way for Fed- 
eral buildings there, and ruled against 
extension of the present District Build- 
ing. 

The plans have taken into consider- 
ation the total amount of floor space 
needed for these activities and an es- 
timated amount of that needed ten 
years from now. ‘Statistics show that 
all municipal activities, including those 
now housed in the District Building, 
which will not be moved from the tri- 
angle, occupy 87,150 square feet of 
floor space at the present time, and 
that 63,604 additional square feet are 
needed, or 109,662 —. feet at the 
end of ten years. 

The Woman's Bureau of the Police 
Department is the largest. activity that 
will have to move, and it is estimated 
it will require 36,000 square feet of 
floor space. The Traffic Bureau, which 
also has to move, will need about 12,- 
750 square feet, and the Health De- 
partment will require 8,000 square feet. 
Tentative plans provide for grouping of 
buildings in four sections separated in 
the.center by John Marshall place, 
which will be widened to the court- 
house, the building sections facing 
Pennsylvania and Indiana avenues. 
The Administration Building probably 
will front Indiana avenue and the 
courthouse and the woman’s bureau 
and other units, on Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, repair shops and garages being | 
placed in their rear.

WEATHER DISPUTED 
IN PROHIBITION CASE 


Testimony. .Showed Clear 
Day, but Records Reveal 
Rain, Say Counsel. 


A half-pint liquor case, which in- 
volves a dispute about the weather, an 
alibi and: the alleged failure of the 
prosecution to state exactly when and 
where the liquor was sold, was pre- 
sented to the Court of Appeals yes- 
terday in a petition for a writ of error 
filed by Attorneys Whelan & O’Connell, 
counsel for Walter W. Smith, the ac- 
cused. Smith was sentenced to 60 days 
in jail on July 25, 1925, by Judge Mc- 
Mahon in Police Court on a charge of 
selling the half pint. 


The conviction and sentence of 
Smith was error, according to his coun- 
sel. The attorneys for Smith, who was 
alleged to have sold the liquor on April 
25, 1925, pointed out to the Apellate 
Court an alleged discrepancy in the 
testimony at the trial. This testimony, 
according to counsel, showed that the 
weather on that date was “absolutely 
clear,” but the records of the Weather 
Bureau show that it rained steadily 
that day from 6 to 10 o’clock in the 
morning and was dull and cloudy the 
rest of the day.

HITS RANCH CIRCUS 


Crowds Entering Grounds 
Turn and Flee When 
Downpour Begins. 


SMALL TENT BLOWN 
DOWN BY HIGH WIND 


Employes Hurry to Lash 
Down Canvas ‘When 
Trouble Threatens. 


A violent rain and wind storm caused 
a stampede that was not on the pro- 
gram at last night’s performance of 
Miller Brothers’ 101 Ranch Wild West 
Show. The only damage, however, was 
done to the gate receipts. Caught in 
the torrential downpour, some 3,000 
persons kicked up their heels and ran 
for cover. Nobody could blame them 
for running, but what made Col. Joe 
Miller so sad was that they didn’t do 
their running toward the ticket wagons 
and the big top. 

Had it not been for the storm, ac- 
cording to Press Agent Frank Braden, 
the show would have had the biggest 
“gate” in its history here. As it was, 
he said fully 6,000 saw the performance. 
Unless tonight is as wild as last night, 
he expects that the 3,000 who ran home 
will be out to see the closing per- 
formance. 

The crowd last night sat under the 
canvas that girdles the “ranch” while 
Indians with drooping war feathers and 
cowboys with 10-gallon ‘hats that re- 
sembled rain spouts shot at each other, 
lassoed each other, and in other ways 
recalled the wild and woolly West.
